Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to applicant's assertion in the instan 
remarks that, "In the final Office action, the Examiner states that the DQS signal may be considered a 'write command.' However, contrar 
to the examiner's statement, Taurishi discusses the DQS signal, as well as write commands." Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examine 
interprets A write command to be the DQS signal, not THE (as in ONLY) write command. In other words, a write command is any 
command (signal) that allows the system to write information - nothing in the instant application narrows that interpretation. 

Applicant continues to argue that Taruishi has no teaching or suggestion that the amplification by the differential input buffer is enabled in 
response to the DQS signal. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The amplification is, indeed, in response to the DQS signal, as without the 
DQS signal, there is no amplification. 
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
